2. I asked r 6\US to relate to me to the best of his present memory 
how the conversation or conversations had gone between C_ -3 and hjjn on 
this matter. Me told me that HEINE 1 had been discusseciin a^nissbcr of nest- 
ings, along with other topics of mutual interest, over a period of some 
months. There jiad been, general discussion of HETNE's background and 
story, andt T^lmd continually pointed Out the highly suspect elements 
and the reSsani for concluding that.. iso was a Soviet ngont. PAMS recall od 
that ho understood and agreed with^C. O analysis from his own knowledge 
of the situation in Estonia Juring^the time period involved. He does 

^ ren®nber very distinctly that at cma time he wanted to be sure that what 
C J was telling him was not merely a personal opinion but an Agency 
‘“opinion, and iie asked Cl Uiwint-blank to clarify this, lie remembers 
y~jWj>y-ing something like "the official position Cor opinion) of tlie 
“Agency is that 1 IKIhE is a soviet (or KGB) agent"!' I ;e is not completely . 
certain whether .1-.-' word was "['osition" or "opinion". Ho is not completely 
certain whether Paul said "Soviet agent" or KGB agent". This particular 
meeting does stand out in his mind toause’’hc had been satisfied at that

3. RAUS further stated that the faTnous meeting in Now York had in 

fact ikecn provoked (as he put it) by the opposition. Aftor he ;iad passed 
word around to his friemis and colleagues al.'out ! ;T.r\'E ire began to boar ac- 
cusations against himself (RAUS) to tho effect that lie was mounting a per- 
sonal attack or vendetta against HEINE. Me felt therefore that the -ratter 
should ho clarified once and for all ami he himself called the meeting in 
New York of loaders of The national organization of the legion and leader' 
of the New.
